FROM THE 
PASTOR’S DESK 



As we begin the new church year our Sunday 
readings will be taken from Year B cycle and 
our weekday readings will come from year 
two of the weekday cycle. This new church 
year you will be hearing readings taken from 
the Gospel of Mark, and so to help us enter 
this new church year at the beginning of 
advent, the next seven weeks in the sparks 
there will be in introduction to the 
Lectionary’s proclamation of the Gospel 
according to Mark. This is taken from the 
Living Liturgy Spirituality, Celebrations, 
Catechesis For Solemnities and Celebrations 


of2006. 


The importance of the Gospel according to 
mark should not be measured in terms of its 


length. Though the shortest of the four 
canonical gospels (a mere sixteen chapters), 
it has exercised a profound influence on the 
New Testament and on Christian Theology. 
The First Canonical Gospel 
Scholars are fairly well agreed that the 
Gospel according to mark, written around 70 
A.D., is gathered the diverse collections of 
Jesus’ sayings, miracle stories and exorcisms, 
parables, controversy stories, 

pronouncements, and passion materials and 
organized them into a coherent story, 
providing a narrative structure beginning 
with the preaching of John the Baptist and 
ending with the resurrection of Jesus. Mark’s 
gospel was known to both Matthew and Luke 
who used it as the basis for their gospels. 
They followed Mark’s general outline, used 
some of Mark’s literary techgique4s, and 
reproduced large sections of Mark’s gospel 
almost verbatim. Mark is largely responsible 
for the shape and structure of the three 
synoptic gospels. 1

Faithful Citizenship Patients often want to 
direct their care in the event that they 
become unable to communicate their wishes. 
The Holy Father’s [John Paul II] statement 
that persistent vegetative state (PVS) 
patients should be given nutrition and 
hydration, as part of the ordinary care to 
which all are entitled, raises questions about 
advance directives. Living wills should not 
include a statement that refuses nutrition and 
hydration in the event that one is diagnosed 
in a PVS. It is, in principle, ordinary and 
proportionate care which is morally 
obligatory.
